.lak e Weisend was encumbered with 
the duties of secretary , and before the 
meeting had fairly started, so many 
motions and amendments ha<l been 
offered he had a stack of no» es be 
fore him a foot high.

Amendments came fast and furious 
until the original motions were forgot 
ten.

It then pro­ 
vides that there shall be separate sets 
of ballots provided for eai h of the 
parties. 
Hallots are to be printed and 
fu rnished by the board of elections in 
precincts where there is registration 
and depu ty su pervisors in other pre­ 
cincts. 
Officers of election serving at 
primaries shall be allowed $3 a day 
and the expenses are to be borne by 
the board of elections or depu ty su ­ 
pervisors of elections. 
The u su al pro­ 
visions for the m arking of ballots, the 
casting of illegal votes, etc., are pro­ 
vided for and the same penalties’are 
applied as now relate to infractions of 
the election laws.

Senator Moore of Athens has com­ 
pleted and su bmitted the text of his 
bill providing depositories for state 
fu nds.

of the state money is to be tru sted. 
This commission shall call for bids 
from banks desiring to receive 
the 
state fu nds, and ou t of these not to 
exceed 10 of the banks are to be se- 
-lerted as depositories and the 10 se­ 
lected mu st gu arantee the most liberal 
rate of interest. 
Not more than tw-o 
of su ch banks can be located in any 
one mu nicipality. The fortu nate banks 
mu st give su fficient bond to gu arantee 
their safety and stability and to make 
absolu tely safe the retu rn of the fu nds 
when desired or demanded. 


A bill has been reported u pon fa­ 
vorably by the hou se committee 
on 
railroads and telegraphs of great im­ 
portance to railroads and railroad em ­ 
ployes. 
It is the M( .Namee fall crew 
freight train bill, providing that all 
freight trains shall be ru n with not 
less than five m en—two brakemen, a 
condu ctor, an engineer and a fireman. 
Exceptions are made in the m atter of 
light engines, constru ction trains and 
roads where not more than two freight 
trains 
are 
ru n 
each 
day. 
The bill 
is calcu lated to increase the standard 
of safety for employes by redu cing the 
opportu nity for accidents. 
A similar 
bill relating to passenger trains and 
calling for two brakemen and a con­ 
du ctor on all trains of more than five 
cars is now in the hands of the com ­ 
mittee zpwaiting disposition.

PRIMARY ELECTIONS 


Bill Drawn Regulating Manner In 
Which These Shall 
Be Held. 


PROPOSED CHANGES MANY 


Text of the Measure Providing 
De­ 


positories for State Funds— Delin­ 


quent 
Tax 
Legislation 
Wanted. 


Municipal Code Bill’s Prosoects. 


Columbus, O.. .March 15.—[Special.!— 
At the suggestion of Charles P. Salon 
of Cleveland, a member 
of 
Mayor 
Johnson’s cabinet, a bill has 
been 
drawn regulating the manner in which 
primary elections shall be held. 
The 
bill is general, applying to all cities 
in the state, and striking all alike. It 
is the chief aim of the measure to pro­ 
vide for uniformity *in the matter of 
conducting these important measures 
of public concern and do away with 
the conflicting system now in vogue. 
The bill first provides that in coun­ 
ties containing election precincts in 
wrhich there is registration all nomina­ 
tions for office or the selection of dele­ 
gates to a convention shall be by the 
primary system. 
It then provides for ! belief that among the taxation changes 


against the delinquents if the county 
treasurer refuses to act in the matter 
himself. It goes further than this and 
declares that if the county treasurer 
continues to be negligent in the mat­ 
ter and refuses to give heed to the 
requests of the state auditor he shall 
be removed from office and a new man 
elected. 
The need of legislation of 
this kind is said to be imperative. 
* 
• 
• 
One of the great fights in the legis­ 
lature yet to come will be that pro­ 
viding for the submission to the peo­ 
ple at the next general election the 
question of a constitutional amend­ 
ment doing away with stockholders' 
double liability. If it be decided to do 
this the manufacturers would 
in 
a 
great measure withdraw their opjvosi- 
tibn to the Willis bill providing for the 
requiring of annual reports by private 
Ohio corporations and the placing of 
a tax of one-tenth of I per cent upon 
the 
issued 
or outstanding paid-up 
stock. The system of double taxation 
is referred to as especially burden­ 
some and unjust and for years a fight 
for its abolition has been made with 
indifferent success. 
The time now is 
believed, however, to be particularly 
opportune for action, because of the 
desire to establish the new system of 
taxation. 
The legislature, in order to 
eliminate so far as possible objection 
to the taxation bills will undoubtedly 
be willing to submit to the people the 
question of whether double taxation 
shall be abolished as a custom of the 
state.

.It seems to be a generally accredited 


the manner in which primaries shall 
be held. 
Primaries for the nomina­ 
tion of municipal officers, to be voted 
on the first Monday in April, or for the 
selection of delegates to a conven­ 
tion to make such nominations, and 
primary elections for Lhe nomination 
of county and district officers, to be 
voted on the first Tuesday after the 
first Monday in November, or for dele­ 
gates to a convention to make tiomi 
nations for the same, shall be held on 
the same day by ail parties and the 
day and time shall be determined by 
the board of elections. 
It then pro­ 
vides that there shall be separate sets 
of ballots provided for each of the 
parties. 
Ballots are to be printed and 
furnished by the board of elections in 
precincts where there is registration 
and deputy supervisors in other pre­ 
cincts. 
Officers of election serving at 
primaries shall be allowed $3 a day 
and the expenses are to be borne by 
the board of elections or deputy su­ 
pervisors of elections. The usual pro­ 
visions for the marking of ballots, the 
casting of illegal votes, etc., are pro­ 
vided for and the same penalties’are 
applied as now relate to infractions of 
the election laws.

Senator Moore, of Athens has com­ 
pleted and submitted the text of his 
bill providing depositories for state 
funds.

A peculiar condition exists in the 
state supreme court as a result of the 
taro bills passed by the preceding and 
the present legislatures increasing the 
salaries 
of

learned judges. 
The bill of two years 
ago raised the amount from $4,000 to 
$‘ .5C0. affecting only judges whose 
terms of office had not yet commenced. 
Judge Davis of Marion went upon the 
bench but a few days before and was 
forced to start in at $4,000 a year, 
which must continue during the re­ 
maining four years and more of his 
term. 
Judges Spear. Williams 
and 
Burkett were all on the bench when 
the bill was passed and have not since 
been re-elected. 
They are all worry­ 
ing along on the $4,000. Judge Schauk 
is more fortunate. 
He has been re­ 
elected since the bill of two years ago 
was passed and by virtue of it was 
increased in pay to $5,500. 
But the 
one upon whom the sunshine of good 
luck seems to have shone the most 
brightly is Judge Price of Lima, the 
latest accession to the bench. Hardly 
a w’eek before he took up his new ju ­ 
dicial duties—this was in February— 
the bill increasing the salary to $6,000 
went through the general assembly, 
and Mr. Price stepped into his king­ 
dom. 
Thus we see 
three 
different 
scales prevailiig in the court—$4,000, 
$5,500 and $6,000. 
It is an illustration 
of the Biblical quotation that the last 
shall be first and the first shall be 
last.

It is more than likely before the ad­ 
journment of the legislature a gen­ 
eral municipal code bill affecting all 
the cities and villages of the state will 
have been passed. 
The committee on 
municipal affairs will make such a re­ 
port as to indorse the plan and the 
general 
assembly 
will 
undoubtedly 
concur. 
But the measure which goes 
through will not be altogether the 
measure reported by the State Bar as­ 
sociation. Material changes are to be 
made that in a measure affect the 
civil service system, although not so 
aa to destroy its usefulness. The orig­ 
inal bill provides for the establishment 
In all cities—which means all places 
above 5,000 people—of 
four 
depart­ 
ments—law, accounts, public safety 
and public works, the heads of which 
are to be appointed by L.e mayor, sub­ 
ject to his removal. 
The purpose is 
to so change the bill as to make these 
offices elective, thus bringing them, the 
argument is, into closer touch with the 
people 
and 
prevent, 
through 
the 
mayor, the building up of a political 
machine. 
The subordinates of these 
departments are all to be appointed 
by the chiefs, but only upon the merit 
system, and (annot be removed except 
for some well established cause. 
The 
other amendment proposed is to place 
within councils of cities the right, by 
an act of itself, to increase its mem­ 
bership 
from 
seven, 
the 
number 
named in the bill, to 15. 
If that be 
done three or four of the members are 
to be elected at large and 
the 
re­ 
mainder by districts.

PRIMARY ELECTIONS 


Bill Drawn Regulating Manner In 
Which These Shall 
Be Held. 


PROPOSED CHANCES MANY

A t the suggestion of Charles P. Salon 
of Cleveland, a member 
of 
Mayor 
Johnson's cabinet, a bill has 
been 
drawn regulating the manner in which 
prim ary elections shall be held. 
The 
bill is general, applying to all cities 
in the state, and striking all alike. It 
as the chief aim of the measure to pro- 
v 
vide for uniformity *in the m atter of 
conducting these important measures 
of public concern and do away with 
the confliiting system now in vogue. 
The bill first provides that in colin- 
I 
ties containing election precincts in 
which there is registration all nomina­ 
tions for office or the selection of dele­ 
gates to a convention shall be by the 
I 
prim ary system. 
It then provides for 
the manner in which primaries shall 
I 
be held. 
Primaries for the nom ina­ 
tion of municipal offic ers, to be voted 
on the first Monday in April, or for the 
selection of delegates to a conven­ 
tion to make such nominations, and 
prim ary elections for the nomination 
* of county and district officers, to be 
voted on the first Tuesday after the 
first Monday in November, or for dele­ 
gates to a convention to make nomi­ 
nations for the same, shall be held on 
th e same day by ad parties and the 
^ 
day and time shall be determined by 
the board of elections. 
It then pro­ 
vides that there shall be separate sets 
of ballots provided for each of the 
parties. 
Ballots are to be printed and 
furnished by the board of elections in 
precincts where there is registration 
and deputy supervisors in other pre­ 
cincts. 
Officers of election serving at 
primaries shall be allowed $3 a day 
and the expenses are to be borne by 
the board of elections or deputy so­ 
x' pervisors of elections. The usual pro­ 
visions for the marking of ballots, the 
casting of illegal votes, etc., are pro­ 
vided for and the same p enalties'are 
applied as now relate to infractions of 
the election laws.

Senator Moore of Athens has com­ 
pleted and submitted the text of his 
I 
bill providing depositories for state 
, 
funds. 
It 
designates 
the 
auditor, 
treasurer and attorney general a com­ 
mission. in whose bands the placing { 
of the state money is to be trusted. 
This commission shall call for bids 
from banks desiring to receive 
the 
state funds, and out of these not to 
exceed IO of the banks are to be se- 1 
■——tarted as depositories and tile IO se­ 
lected must guarantee the most liberal 
\ rate of interest. 
Not more than tw-o 
of such banks can be located in any i 
one municipality. The fortunate banks 
must give suffic ient bond to guarantee 
their safety and stability and to make ; 
absolutely safe the return of the funds 
when desired or demanded.

The need of legislation

this kind is said to be imperative.

One of the great fights in the legis­ 
lature yet to tom e will be that pro­ 
viding for the submission to the peo­ 
ple at the next general election the 
i quest ion of a constitutional am end­ 
ment doing away with stockholders’ 
double liability. 
If it be decided to do 
this the manufac turers would 
in 
a 
great measure withdraw their opjiosi- 
ti6n to the Willis bill providing for the 
requiring of annual reports by private 
Ohio corporations and the placing of 
a tax of one-tenth of I per cent upon 
the 
issued 
or 
outstanding 
paid-up 
stoc k. 
The system of double taxation 
is referred to as especially burden­ 
some and unjust and for years a tight 
I for its abolition has been made with 
j indifferent success. 
The time now is 
believed, however, to be particularly 
| opportune for action, because of the 
desire to establish the new system of 
taxation. 
The legislature, in order to 
eliminate so far as possible objection 
j to the taxation bills will undoubtedly 
■be willing to submit to the people the 
question of whether double taxation 
, shall be abolished as a custom of the 
state.

I .It seems to be a generally accredited 
belief that among the taxation changes 
to bo made before adjournm ent will 
oe the passage of a bill providing for 
uniformity in the assessing of taxes, 
but by a different method than at pres­ 
ent prevails. 
Classes are to be es­ 
tablished and all forms of property 
covered by the descriptions of a cer­ 
tain class are to be taxed uniformly. 
One of the purposes of the bill is to 
provide 
for 
the 
taxing 
of 
money, 
stocks, bonds, etc., at a lower 
rate 
than real e s ta te . 
• 
• 
• 
A bill has been reported upon fa­ 
vorably by the house committee on 
railroads and telegraphs of great im­ 
portance to railroads and railroad em­ 
ployes. 
It is the McNamee fall crew 
freight train bill, providing that all 
freight trains shall be run with not 
less than five men—two brakemen, a 
conductor, an engineer and a fireman. 
Exceptions are made in the matter of 
light engines, construction trains and 
roads where not more than two freight 
trains 
are 
run each 
day. 
The Gill 
is calculated to increase tile standard 
of safety for employes by reducing the 
opportunity for accidents. 
A similar 
bill relating to passenger trains and 
calling for two brakemen and a con­ 
ductor on all trains of more than five 
cars is now in the hands of the com­ 
mittee awaiting disposition. 
• 
• 
• 
The disposition of the finance com­ 
mittee of tile senate to make a general 
reduction in the appropriations for the 
different state departments will 
not 
meet with the concurrence of the com­ 
mittee of the house. While appropria­ 
tions will be cut down here and there 
this will not be done in any general 
way, and the total, as agreed upon by 
the house committee, in the matter of 
reductions will be but small. 
The to­ 
tal. as probably 
agreed 
upon and 
passed, will be close 
to 
$5,000,000. 
Both committtees agree th at the dif­ 
ferent state 
institutions 
should 
he 
treated as liberally as possible and 
given appropriations which, while not 
encouraging extravagances, wrill per­ 
mit the carrying on of work to the 
greatest degree of efficien cy.

The Acme oF Realism . 


A peculiar condition exists in the 
state supreme court as a result of the 
two bills passed by the preceding and 
the present legislatures increasing the 
salaries 
of 
the 
distinguished 
and 
learned judges. 
The bill of two years 
ago raised the amount from $4,000 to 
$*>.500. affecting only judges whose 
terms of office had not yet commenced. 
Judge Davis of Marion went upon the 
bench but a few days before and was 
forced to start in at $4,000 a year, 
which must continue during the re­ 
maining four years and more of his 
term. 
Judges Spear, Williams 
and 
Burkett were all on the bench when 
the bill was passed and have not since 
j been re-elected. 
They are all worry­ 
ing along on the $4,000. Judge Schauk 
is more fortunate. 
He has been re­ 
elected since the bill of two years ago 
was passed and by virtue of it was 
increased in pay to $5,5oo. 
But the 
one upon whom the sunshine of good 
luck seems to have shone the most 
brightly is Judge Price of Bima, the 
latest accession to the bench 
Hardly 
a week before he took up his new j u ­ 
dicial duties—this was in February— 
the bill increasing the salary to $6,000 
went through the general assembly, 
and Mr. Price stepped into his king­ 
dom. 
Thus we see 
three 
different 
scales prevailing in the co u rt- $4,000, 
$5,500 and $6,000. 
It is an illustration 
of the Biblical quotation that the last 
shall be first and the first shall be 
last.

It is more than likely before the a d ­ 
journm ent of the legislature a gen­ 
eral municipal code bill affecting all 
the cities and villages of tile state will 
have been passed. 
The committee on 
municipal affairs will make such a re­ 
port as to indorse the plan and the 
general 
assembly 
will 
undoubtedly 
concur. 
But the measure which goes 
through will not lie altogether the 
measure reported by the State Bar as­ 
sociation. 
Material changes are to be 
made that in a measure affect 
the 
civil service system, although not so 
aa to destroy its usefulness. 
The orig­ 
inal hill provides for tho establishment 
In all cities—which means all places 
above 5,Olm people—of 
four 
depart­ 
ments—law-, 
accounts, 
public safety 
and public works, the heads of which 
are to be appointed by L.e mayor, sub­ 
ject to his removal. 
The purpose is 
to so change the bill as to make these 
offices elective, thus bringing them, the 
argum ent is, into ( loser touch with the 
people 
and 
prevent, 
through 
the 
mayor, the building up of a political 
machine. 
The subordinates of these 
departm ents are all to be appointed 
by the chiefs, but only upon the merit 
system, and cannot be removed except 
for some well established cause. 
The 
other am endment proposed is to place 
within councils of cities the right, by 
an act of itself, to increase its m em ­ 
bership 
from 
seven, 
tho 
number 
named in the bill, to 15. 
If th at be 
done three or four of the members are 
to be elected at large and 
the 
re­ 
mainder by districts.

The first mandolin made in America 
was turned out in Chicago und was 
built by Joseph Bohtnann, an instru­ 
ment maker who was well known at 
the time as a m anufacturer of violins. 
The date was 1883 or 1884. The wTiter 
of this article was teaching and play­ 
ing the mandolin in Chicago at tile 
time, using a small model imported 
French instrument, and remembers the 
Bohmnnn instrum ent particularly on 
account of its unusual size. much lar­ 
ger than any he laid ever seen, its 
peculiar shape and its very crude con­ 
struct mn as compared with those of a 
later date. 
Nevertheless it was a be­ 
ginning. 
Other m anufacturers experi­ 
mented. and it was but a short time 
until Bohmann aud other makers were 
turning out instrum ents that were ac 
cepted by professionals us superior to 
the imported mandolins.

TOW ED avay in the archives 
of police departm ents under 
the headof ‘-mysterious disap- 
pearanofs” is m any a tale 
more velrd and iuteresting 
than any i» enn» d ty w riters of fiction. 
For a person o suddenly vanish as if 
earth had swtllowed him up is a most 
difficult feat. This is the opinion of po­ 
lice and expe't detectives. Yet, despite 
this dictum, hundreds of persons drop 
out of sight every year. W hat becomes 
of these p» opIe is a m ystery few de­ 
tectives w fll attem pt to explain. 
The m tst notable and Inexplicable 
case of mysterious disappearance d ur­ 
ing the past year w as that of F rank 
Ely Rogers, a boy of fourteen, who dis- 
appeased from his borne in Evanston, 
Hi. 
He w as accom panied by his aunt. 
Miss Florence Ely. 
Since their disap­ 
pearance last July all efforts to find 
them have been futile. 
The rem arkable cunning w ith which 
Miss Ely and the boy have eluded pur­ 
suit and concealed every possible clew 
to their w hereabouts suggests the won­ 
derful ingenuity alw ays displayed by 
the Insane. 
It has baffled the police in 
every city in the country. 
It has en­ 
abled a frail, delicate woman of forty, 
w ithout money and apparently w ithout 
accomplices, to hide herself and her 
boy companion for eight m onths from 
the vigilance of trained detectives. 
Until last July Miss Ely had been a 
piano teacher in Evanston. She is forty 
years old, slender and of delicate phy­ 
sique. 
H er hair is dark brown.

large dark eyes are expressive. 
Alto­ 
gether she is a handsom e gentlewom an 
of more than usual intelligence and de­ 
voted to music. 
For tw enty years she 
m ade her home w ith her sister, » he 
w ife of Jam es C. Rogers, as did also 
her mother, who is heartbroken over 
the peculiar action of her daughter. 
The fam ily lives on H lnm an avenue, 
one of the most beautiful residence 
streets of Evanston, a short distance 
from the cam pus of the N orthw estern 
university. 
Mr. Rogers Is connected 
w ith the m ercantile firm of Car.son. 
Piric, Hcott & Co., in Chicago, and is 
a m an of ability and some mean.s. 
W hen 
Frank wa.s 
born, 
fourteen 
years ago, Miss Ely idolized the baby. 
She loved him as if she Avere his m oth­ 
er, aud it w as her delight to care for 
and am use him. A.s he grew into boy­ 
hood her affection kept pace w ith his 
growth. 
The care of the l>oy took 
precedence of nil else in her mind. 
As the boy grew older and her ab­ 
sorption in him Increased she gave up 
nearly all her social duties. 
She wi.sb- 
ed to devote her entire tim e to her 
nephew. 
Finally, in July last. Mr. and Mrs. 
Rogers decided to send tlie boy Frank 
aw ay to m ilitary school, in the ho[)e 
of breaking up tho infatuation of the 
couple. 
H e w as to leave July 1.5. and 
the l)oy w as warned not to tell Miss 
Ely of the plan. 
He prom ptly inform ­ 
ed his aunt of all tha t w as on foot. 
To foresta ll this sepa ra tion it is sup 
posed tha t Miss Ely decided 
to go 
aw ay w ith her 
nepheAV. 
On the morning of July 1.3 Frank 
left home ostensibly to attend a picnic 
in the woods near íoaa u. He said good- 
by cheerfully to his m other and Ids 
grandm other, the aged Mrs. Fdy. and 
Blighted his aunt, as it is now rcnn-m- 
bered. By persi.stent search their move­ 
m ents for an hour or so after they left 
the house have been traced. 
The boy w alked by a circuitous route 
to the station of the Chicago and 
NorthAvestern railroad. 
There Miss 
Ely met him in about half an hour. 
She had left a satchel at the station 
tI)o day before, and on tliis morning

Rogers were reported to be in Chicago. 
Ballin W inger of Evanston declares 
tba t be one day saw Frank Rogers sit­ 
ting in a wiudoAV of Le Grand hotel, 
Chicago. 
H e notified the police, but 
by the tim e .they arrived the boy had 
gone. 
At other hotels and restaurants the 
elopers have been partially identlfl« Hi, 
but have alw ays eludiHl capture. They 
are believedi to have spent some tim e 
a t W aukegan, e sum m er resort.

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Story of a Mystery 
Which Has Baffled 
the Police of the 
Whole Country • - * 
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T H E PEACEABLE MAN.

TOWED avay in the archives 
of police departments under 
the headof "mysterious disap­ 
pearances” is many a tale 
more veird and interesting 
than any pennid by writers of fiction. 
For a person t> suddenly vanish as if 
earth had swallowed him up is a most 
difficult feat. This is the opinion of po­ 
lio® and expect detectives. Yet. despite 
this dictum, hundreds of persons drop 
•u t of sight every year. W hat becomes 
of these p»ople is a mystery few de­ 
tectives wfll attem pt to explain. 
The most notable and inexplicable 
case of mysterious disappearance dur­ 
ing the past year was that of Frank 
Ely Rogers, a boy of fourteen, who dis- 
ap pea ped from his home in Evanston, 
Iii. He was accompanied by his aunt. 
Miss Florence Ely. Since their disap­ 
pearance last July all efforts to find 
them have been futile. 
The remarkable cunning with which 
Miss Ely and the boy have eluded pur­ 
suit and concealed every possible clew 
to their whereabouts suggests the won­ 
derful ingenuity always displayed by 
the insane. It has baffled the police in 
every city in the country. 
It has en­ 
abled a frail, delicate woman of forty, 
without money and apparently without 
accomplices, to hide herself and her 
boy companion for eight months from 
the vigilance of trained detectives. 
Until last July Miss Ely had been a 
piano teacher in Evanston. She is forty 
years old, slender aud of delicate phy­ 
sique. 
Her hair is dark brown. 
Her 
large dark eyes are expressive. 
Alto­ 
gether she is a handsome gentlewoman 
of more than usual intelligence and de­ 
voted to music. For twenty years she 
made her home with her sister, ♦he 
wife of Jam es C. Rogers, as did also 
her mother, who is heartbroken over 
the peculiar action of her daughter. 
The family lives on Hinman avenue, 
one of the most beautiful residence 
streets of Evanston, a short distance 
from the campus of the Northwestern 
university. 
Mr. Rogers is connected 
with the mercantile firm of Carson. 
Pirie, Scott & Co., in Chicago, and is 
a man of ability and some means. 
When Frank was born, fourteen 
years ago, Miss Ely idolized the baby. 
She loved him as lf she were bis moth­ 
er, and it was her delight to care for 
and amuse him. As he grew into boy 
hood her affection kept pace with his 
growth. 
The care of the boy took 
precedence of all else in her mind. 
As the boy grew older and her ab­ 
sorption In him increased she gave up 
nearly all ber social duties. She wish 
ed to devote her entire time to her 
nephew. 
Finally, In July last. Mr. and Mrs. 
Rogers decided to send the boy Frank 
away to military school, in the hope 
of breaking up the infatuation of the 
couple. 
He was to leave July 15, and 
the boy was warned not to tell Miss 
Ely of the plan. He promptly inform 
ed his aunt of all that was on foot. 
To forestall this separation it Is sup 
posed that Miss Ely decided to go 
away with her nephew. 
On the morning of July 13 Frank 
left home ostensibly to attend a picnic 
in the woods near town. He said good­ 
by cheerfully to his mother and his 
grandmother, the aged Mrs. Ely. and 
slighted his aunt, as it is now remem 
bered. By persistent search their move 
ments for an hour or so after they left 
the house have been traced. 
The boy walked by a circuitous route 
to the station of the Chicago and 
Northwestern railroad. 
There Mi^s 
Ely mot him in about half an hour. 
She had left a satchel at the station 
the day before, and on this morning 
she got the satchel from Station Agent

bundle of clothing belonging to Miss 
EIX, and Frank Rogers was found nu­ 
der the Central street station of the 
Milwaukee and St. Paul railroad in 
North Evanston. 
By this the police surmise that the 
pair stopped at the station and changed 
clothing, the boy possibly disguising 
himself as a girl—for he left his collar* 
behind —aud Miss Ely transforming 
herself into an older and shabbily 
dressed woman. 
Since then dozens of clews have been 
followed, but not one has led to a re­ 
liable trace of the couple. 
Mr. Rogers has spared neither time 
nor money in the search. 
He has em­ 
ployed private detectives, and tho po­ 
lice force of every city and town in the 
country has been warned to keep on 
the alert. 
Several times Miss Ely aud Frank 
Rogers were reported to be In Chicago. 
Badin Winger of Evanston declares 
that he one day saw Frank Rogers sit­ 
ting in a window of Le Grand hotel, 
Chicago. 
He notified the police, but 
by the time .they arrived the boy had 
gone. 
At other hotels and restaurants the 
elopers have been partially identified, 
but have always eluded capture. They 
are believed to have spent some time 
at Waukegan, e summer resort. 
The latest clew, from Casselton. N. 
D., appeared more hopeful than any of 
the others. 
A woman and a boy an­ 
swering the description were living in 
that town, but are now proved not to 
be the Evanston runaways. 
Early in December last Mr. and Mrs. 
Rogers inserted an advertisement in 


Sing hey, for a song of tho peaceable 
man! 
He tends to his work all the day. 
He patiently labors the best th at h e c a n 
And tries to take care of his pay. 
And sometimes at eve he will sing this re 
fra in. 
And over and over he’ll hum it again: 
"L et them organize trusts, for supremacy 
p lan ; 
I w ouldst, ’cause I am a peaceable man." 


H e's properly minding his p's and his q's. 
And he dines in a state of content. 
H e's never afraid th at he ll read in the 
news 
Remarks of a critical bent, 
But every day when the shadows grow 
long 
He rats. s his voice and he carols this 
song: 
"Let others crave glory galore lf they 
can; 
I wouldn't, ’cause I am a peaceable m an.”

Until last July Miss Ely had been a 
piano teacher in Evanston. She is forty 
years old. slender aud of delicate phy­ 
sique. 
Her hair Is dark brown. 
Her 
large dark eyes are expressive. 
Alto­ 
gether she is a handsome gentlewoman 
of more than usual intelligence and de­ 
voted to music. 
For twenty years she 
made ber home with her sister, ♦he 
w ife of Jam es C. Rogers, as did also 
her mother, who is heartbroken over 
the peculiar action of hor daughter. 
The family lives on Ilinm an avenue, 
one of the most beautiful residence 
streets of Evanston, a short distance 
from the campus of the Northwestern 
university. 
Mr. Rogers is connected 
with the mercantile firm of Carson. 
Piric, Scott &. Co., in Chicago, and is 
a man of ability and some means. 
When 
Frank was 
born, 
fourteen 
years ago, Miss Ely idolized the baby. 
She loved him as if she Avere his moth­ 
er, and it was her delight to care for 
and amuse him. As he grew into boy­ 
hood her affection kept pace with his 
growth. 
The care of the boy took 
precedence of all else in her mind. 
As the boy grew* older and her ab­ 
sorption in him increased she gave up 
nearly all her social duties. 
She wish­ 
ed to devote her entire time to her 
nepheAv. 
Finally, in July last. Mr. and Mrs. 
Rogers decided to send the boy Frank 
away to military school, in the hope 
of breaking up the; infatuation of the 
couple. 
He w as to leave July 15, and 
the boy was Avarned not to tell Miss 
Ely of the plan. 
Ile promptly inform ­ 
ed his aunt of all that Avas on foot. 
To forestall this separation it is sup 
posed that Miss Ely decided to go 
aAvay w ith her nepbeAV. 
On the morning of July 13 Frank 
left home ostensiblj* to attend a picnic 
in the woods near town. He said good­ 
by cheerfully to his mother and his 
grandmother, the aged Mrs. Ely. and 
slighted his aunt, as it is now remem­ 
bered. By persistent search their move­ 
ments for an hour or so after they left 
the house have been traced.

aud the fact that they have taken ad 
vantage of them evidences that they 
a re men of business Instincts. 
But most of th* season's work, how 
ever, lins been confined to tie* middle 
arid light weight classes, for the heavy 
weights have Iii many Instances found 
it 
difficult 
to 
arrange 
satisfactory 
terms. 
And this feature has added to 
the attractiveness of the sport, for It 
is far m o re entertaining and exciting 
to view the maneuvers of a couple of 
agile, wiry lightweights than to be a 
witness of the slow and necessarily 
clumsy movements of the big fellows. 
It would bo very Inadvisable for an 
Immature or frail person to stnrt a 
wrestling career, for the severe strain 
and effort which are constantly Involv­ 
ed are almost sttre to bring disastrous 
results to a puny physical structure. 
The tlrst step In the right direction is 
to secure a competent Instructor, who 
will conduct his pupil step by step 
from simple holds and breaks to the 
most Intricate combinations. 
A men­ 
tor is absolutely necessary, for if a 
person starts off with erroneous ideas 
about the gaijie he will contract faults 
which will require much difficulty to 
eradicate. 
Many a good swimmer has 
been spoiled by Ignorance of the cor 
reel execution of the different strokes, 
and scores of good w restlers have gone 
to I Im; bad simply because they had 
not received expert instruction. 
The wrestler's most im|*ortaut assets 
are his muscles and his wits. The for­ 
mer can lie developed, hut unless he is 
jMjssessed of an Inborn amount of keen-

That tills is a prime requisite may 
readily 
be seen

There is a story going the rounds that 
Delaney, when he first appeared In the 
east, succeeded In making the match 
with Fitzsimmons. According to report 
it was understood then th at there 
should be a long winded argument and 
that the more counter propositions to 
be made by the men the better. 
Looking back, one cannot help realiz­ 
ing the absurdity of Jeffries’ offer to 
fight for $50,000 a side and F ltz’s bluff 
in asking Adolph Spreckels of sugar 
fame to back him for $25,000. The fact 
that the fighters have finally signed a r ­ 
ticles without a side bet and almost an 
even split of the purse Illustrates quite 
vividly their sincerity when they first 
began to talk business. In a talk with 
various pugilistic notables It bas been 
learned th a t the consensus of opinion 
Is that Jeffries will win. It is generally 
set forth that the champion is top big, 
too clever and too invincible iii the 
way 
of 
taking 
punishment 
to 
be 
beaten. 
It is also pointed out that no lighter 
has yet succeeded in getting to the 
champion’s body with effect and that 
those who have succeeded in reaching 
his head have done no harm. Fitzsim­ 
mons and Sharkey, It may be recalled, 
landed some powerful smashes on the 
point of Jeffries’ Jaw, but failed to Jar 
him. Both of these men have the repu­ 
tation of being great punchers. Cor­ 
bett. a comparatively light hitter, put 
it all over the chnmplon's bead and 
neck in the ninth round of their mem­ 
orable encounter, but Jeffries merely 
laughed. Because of this phenomenal 
strength, therefore, it does not seem 
possible, In the estimation of many ex­ 
perts, that Fits can do any amount of 
harm. 
In spite of his Illness, Nasturtium, 
W. C. Whitney's great colt, has become 
a prime favorite for the Derby, shar­ 
ing with Duke of Westminster the top 
price—C to I against. 
There is every 
reason to believe that under anything 
like favorable training conditions the 
American entry will carry more money 
than any starter in the Coronation Der­ 
by. 
The sporting papers devote columns 
to 
describing Nasturtium, 
and the 
bookmakers are counting on a plethora 
of American money. The latter are de­ 
termined to make their transatlantic 
customers pay high for their patriot­ 
ism. Seldom has a horse, with the ex­ 
ception of Flying Fox (the Duke of 
Westminster’s horse, who won the 
Derby in 1899), who was known to out­ 
rank nil competitors, started at Epsom 
with odds on, yet it is anticipated that 
this will be Nasturtium’s penalty for 
fame. 
Second only to the Interest taken in 
the Derby is the anticipation regard­ 
ing tile Ascot meeting. 
This fashion­ 
able event, coming just a week before 
coronation day, promises to be of more 
or less brilliancy. 
King Edward has 
entered a number of important horses 
for this meeting, which heightens the 
interest. 
With seven scaled and four 
open New York entries out of sixty - 
eight candidates for the Ascot cup the 
race cannot fail to attract Americans. 
Mr. Whitney is undoubtedly responsi­ 
ble for one or two of the New Y'ork en­ 
tries, which probably include Nastur­ 
tium. while the Keenes and Mr. Oro- 
ker have two such entries. 
The king 
is entering Lauzen. 
The Keenes are evidently prepart'd 
for a vigorous English campaign. F us­ 
tian Keene having no less than four en- 
tries for the Chester cup.

The ivory carvers of this country do 
little or nothing In the East Indian or 
Japanese manner, nor do thpy occupy 
themselves with figure work.

The carvers of ivory use much Hie 
•ame tools as the wood carvers, but of 
lighter and more delicate make. 
The work is extremely tedious and 
laborious. The carving is usually done 
in low relief, and the subjects are such 
bs are suitable to this treatment- Ber­ 
skin designs In delicate* curves, the c a c ­ 
tus, with some varieties of palms, and 
hints caught from tlio.se marvelously 
simple but artistic carvings of the 
Alaskan Indians, 'i ne ivory is stained 
slightly so as to bring out the design 
and Ss permitted to absorb moisture, 
which It readily does, In order to give 
it that fresh look common in newly 
manufactured articles of ivory.

Municipal Code Bill’s Prosoects. 


Columbus. O.. .March 15.—[Spot ial.l— 
At the suggestion of Charles P. Salon 
of Cleveland, a member 
of 
.Mayor 
Johnson's cabinet, a bill has 
been 
drawn regulating the manner in which 
primary elec tions shall be held. 
The 
bill is general, applying to all cities 
in the state, and striking all alike. It 
is the chief aim of the measure to pro­ 
vide for uniformity in the matter of 
conducting these important measures 
of public concern and do away with 
the conflicting system now in vogue. 
The bill first provides that in coun­ 
ties containing election precincts in 
which there is registration all nomina­ 
tions for office or the selection of dele­ 
gates to a convention shall be by the 


be removed from office and a new man 
elected. 
The need of legislation of 
this kind is said to be imperative. 
* 
* 
* 
One of the great fights in the legis­ 
lature yet to come will be that pro­ 
viding for the submission to the peo­ 
ple at the next general election the 
question of a constitutional amend­ 
ment doing away with stockholders' 
double liability. If it be decided to do 
this the manufacturers would 
in 
a 
great measure withdraw their opposi­ 
tion to the Willis bill providing for the 
requiring of annual reports by private 
Ohio corporations and the placing of 
a tax of oue-tenth of I per cent upon 
the 
issued 
or 
outstanding paid-up 
stock. 
The system of double taxation 
is referred to as especially burden­ 
some and unjust and for years a fight 
for its abolition has been made with 
j indifferent success. 
The time now is 
believed, however, to be particularly 
: opportune for action, because of the 
desire to establish the new system of 
; taxation. 
The legislature, in order to 
eliminate so far as possible objection 
to the taxation bills will undoubtedly 
be willing to submit to the people the 
question of whether double taxation 
shall be abolished as a custom of the 
state.

A peculiar condition exists in the 
state supreme court as a result of the 
two bills passed by the preceding and 
j the present legislatures increasing the 
salaries 
of 
the 
distinguished 
and 
learned judges. 
The bill of two years 
ago raised the amount from $4,000 to 
$'».5C0. affecting only judges whose 
; terms of office had not yet commenced. 
Judge Davis of Marion went upon the 
bench but a few days before and was 
forced to start in at $4,000 a year, 
; which must continue during the re­ 
maining four years and more of his 
term. 
Judges Spear, Williams 
and 
Burkett were all on the bench when 
the bill was passed and have not since 
been re-elected. 
They are all worry­ 
ing along on the $4,000. Judge Schauk 
is more fortunate. 
He has been re­ 
elected since the bill of two years ago 
was passed and by virtue of it was 
increased in pay to $5,500. 
But the 
one upon whom the sunshine of good 
luck seems to have shone the most 
brightly is Judge Price of Lima, the 
latest accession to the bench. Hardly 
a w'eek before he took up his new ju ­ 
dicial duties—this was in February— 
the bill increasing the salary to $6,000 
went through the general assembly, 
and Mr. Price stepped into his king­ 
dom.

$5,500 and $6,000.

The usual pro­ 
visions for the marking of ballots, the 
casting of illegal votes, etc., are pro­ 
vided for and the same penalties'are 
applied as now relate to infractions of 
the election laws.

A bill has been reported upon fa­ 
vorably by the house committee on 
railroads and telegraphs of great im­ 
portance to railroads and railroad om- 
I ployes. 
It is the Mc Name** fall crew' 
freight train bill. providing that all 
freight trains shall be run with not 
less than five men—tw’o brakemen, a 
conductor, an engineer and a fireman. 
Exceptions arc made in the matter of 
j light engines, construction trains and 
roads where not more than two freight 
I trains are run each day. 
The bill 
is calculated to increase the standard 
I of safety for employes by reducing the 
I opportunity for accidents. 
A similar 
I bill relating to passenger trains and 
calling for two brakemen and a con- 
! ductor on all trains of more than five 
cars is now in the hands of the com­ 
mittee zrwaltlng disposition.

The disposition of the finance com­ 
mittee of the senate to make a general 
reduction in the appropriations for the 
different state departments will not 
meet with the concurrence of the com­ 
mittee of the house. While appropria­ 
tions will i>e cut down here and there 
this will not be done in any general 
way. and the total, as ugreed upon by 
the house committee, in the matter of 
reduc tions will be but small.

The purpose is 
to so change the bill as to make these 
offices elective, thus bringing them, the

machine. 
The subordinates of these 
departments are all to be appointed 
by the chiefs, but only upon the merit 
system, aud cannot be removed except 
for some well established cause.

other amendment proposed is to place 
within councils of cities the right, by 
an ac t of itself, to increase its mem­ 
bership 
from 
seven, 
tho 
number 
named in the* bill, to 15.

done three* or four of the members are 
to he elected at large and

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DISAPPiARANCE 
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TOWED avay in the archives 
of police departments under 
the headof "mysterious disap­ 
pearances'* is many a 
tale 
more cehrd and interesting 
. than any penned by writers of fiction. 
For a person o suddenly vanish as if 
earth had swallowed him up is a most 
difficult feat. This is the opinion of po­ 
lice and expert detectives. Yet, despite 
this dictum, hundreds of persons drop 
out of sight every year. What becomes 
of these people is a mystery few de­ 
tectives will attempt to explain. 
The mist notable and inexplicable 
case of mysterious disappearance dur­ 
ing the past year was that of Frank 
Ely Rogers, a boy of fourteen, who dis­ 
appeared from his home in Evanston, 
111. 
He was accompanied by his aunt. 
Miss Florence Ely. 
Since their disap­ 
pearance last July all efforts to find 
them have been futile. 
The remarkable cunning with which 
Miss Ely and the boy have eluded pur­ 
suit and concealed every possible clew 
to their whereabouts suggests the won­ 
derful ingenuity always displayed by 
the insane. It has baffled the police in 
every city in the country. 
It has en­ 
abled a frail, delicate woman of forty, 
without money and apparently without 
accomplices, to hide herself and her 
boy companion for eight months from 
the vigilance of trained detectives. 
Until last July Miss Ely hail been a 
piano teacher in Evanston. She is forty 
years old. slender aud of delicate phy­ 
sique. 
Her hair is dark brown. 
Her 
large dark eyes are expressive. 
Alto­ 
gether she is u handsome gentlewoman 
of more than usual Intelligence and de­ 
voted to music. 
For twenty years she 
made her home with her sister, Hie 
w ife of James C. Rogers, as did also 
her mother, who is heartbroken over 
the peculiar action of her daughter. 
The family lives on Htnman avenue, 
one of the most beautiful residence 
streets of Evanston, a short distance 
from the campus of the Northwestern 
university. 
Mr. Rogers is connected 
with the mercantile firm of Curson. 
Piric, Scott A Co., in Chicago, and is 
a man of ability and some means. 
When 
Frank w as 
born, 
fourteen 
years ago, Miss Ely idolized the bally. 
She lo veil him as if she were his moth­ 
er, aud it was her delight to care for 
and amuse him. As he grew into boy­ 
hood her affection kept pace with his 
growth. 
The care of the boy took 
precedence of all else in her mind. 
As the boy grew older and ber ab­ 
sorption in him increased she gave up 
nearly all her social duties. 
She wish 
ed to devote her entire time to her 
nephew. 
Finally, in July last, Mr. and Mrs. 
Rogers decided to send the boy Frank 
away to military sehool, in the bops 
of breaking up the Infatuation of the 
couple. 
Ile was to leave July 15, and 
the !*oy was warned riot to tell Miss 
Ely of the plan. 
Ile promptly Inform­ 
ed his aunt of all that was on foot. 
To forestall this separation it Is sup 
posed that Miss Ely decided to go 
away with her nephew. 
On the morning of July IS Frank 
left home ostensibly to uttond a picnic 
in tile woods near town. Ile said good­ 
by cheerfully to his mother and ids 
grandmother, the aged Mrs. E lf. and 
slighted his aunt, as It Is now remem­ 
bered. By persistent search their move­ 
ments for an hour or so after they left 
the house have been traced. 
The boy walked by a circ uitous route 
to the station of the Chicago and 
Northwestern railroad. 
There Mit-s 
Ely met him in al out half an hour. 
She had left a satchel at the station 
tile day before, ami on this morning 
she got tho satchel from Station Agent 
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bundle of clothing belonging to Miss 
Fix, and Frank Rogers w as found un­ 
der the Central street station of the 
Milwaukee and St. Yaul railroad in 
; North Evanston, 
By this the police surmise that the 
pair stopped at the station and changed 
I clothing, the boy possibly disguising 
himself as a girl—for he left his collar* 
behind — and Miss Ely transforming 
herself into an older and shabbily 
dressed woman. 
Since then dozens of clew s have been 
followed, but not one has led to a re­ 
liable trace of the couple. 
Mr. Rogers has spared neither time 
nor money in the search. 
He has em­ 
ployed private detectives, and the po­ 
lice force of every city and town in the 
country has been warned to keep on 
the alert. 
Several times Miss Ely and Frank 
Rogers were reported to be in Chicago 
Badin Winger of Evanston declares 
that he one day saw’ Frank Rogers sit­ 
ting in a window of Le Grand hotel, 
Chicago. 
Ile notified the police, but 
by the time .they arrived the boy bad 
gone. 
At other hotels and restaurants the 
elopers have been partially identified, 
but have always eluded capture. They 
are believed to have spent some time 
at Waukegan, p summer resort. 
The latest clew, from Casselton, N. 
D„ appeared more hopeful than any of 
the others. 
A woman and a boy an­ 
swering the description were living In 
that town, but are now proved not to 
be the Evanston runaways. 
Early in December last Mr. and Mrs. 
Rogers inserted on advertisement in

The earring is usually done 
fln low relief, and the subjects a r t such 
as are suitable to this treatm ent Per­ 
sian designs in delicate curves, the cac­ 
tus, with some varieties of palms, and 
hints caught from those marvelmisly 
simple lait artistic carvings of the 
Alaskan Indians. I ne ivory is stained 
slightly so as to bring out the design 
aud is permitted to absorb moisture, 
which it readily does, In order to give 
it that fresh look common in newly 
manufactured articles of ivory. 
The 
art of staining ivory is a secret guard­ 
ed well by the carvers. 
Horne idea of the cost of ivory carv­ 
ing may Ire had from the fact that, 
while a hand mirror framed in plain 
Ivory may be had for $10 or $12, a mir­ 
ror in carved ivory may cost $100 or 
more. The small articles in carved ivo­ 
ry coft from $5 to $25, and a toilet set 
in that material may bring as much as 
$500.—New York Herald.
